SHE SAYS IT WAS ACCIDENT. 


’ On the proof to be made of the authenticity 
pf a letter rests the question whether Mrs. 
Annie Grabant yesterday burned to death 
two of her stepchildren and planned at the 
game time to end her own life. 

“The letter, bearing her purported signa- 
ture and accepted by him as genuine, was 
received through the mail in the afternoon 
by her husband, George Grabant. It is now 
in the possession of the police. The circum- 
stances of the burning of the children and 
the testimony of one of four children of the 
present marriage, who were huddled in a 
geparate room and were not affected by the 
burning, tends to sustain the theory that the 
letter is genuine. Judging from the missive 
Mrs. Grabant intended that her own children 
should die, too. 

The woman, who claims that the burning 
was an accident, suffering herself from seri- 
ous but not fatal burns, is at the County 
Hospital, where last night she wept bitterly 
when told that the two children were dead. 
Ghe is under police guard pending her re- 
povery and an investigation of the case. .

Former Chicago Hotel Clerk Discovered 
Hotel in St. Louis Where He 
Killed Himself. | 


St. Louls, Mo., May 9.—[Special.]—The 
body of Charles Morton, former night clerk 
of the Southern Hotel, who disappeared 
after resigning his position last Friday, was 
found in a room at the Regent Hotel, Four- 
teenth and Chestnut streets, this morning. 
He ended his life by taking carbolic acid. 
A bottle which had contained the poison was 
on the dressing case. His clothing was care- 
fully folded on the back of a chair. 

Recently he appeared to be suffering from 
an attack of melancholia. He resigned his 
position last Friday without giving any ex- 
planation. 
old, who lives at 3144 Franklin avenue, re- 
celved a.letter from her father saying he 
intended to take his life. He also wrote 
Cc. E. Witham and Francis A. Riddle, an 
attorney of Chicago, apprising them of his 
intention.” 


Mr. Morton was about 45 years of age, and 
is said to have come from an excellent Eng- 
lish family who resided near London. His 
parents were desirous he should enter the 
ministry, and he studied with this purpose 
in view for some time. He abandoned this 
after a time, however, and entered business 
life. His connection with the Grand Pdcific 
Hotel began as cashier of the café. After 
serving in this capacity for some time he 
became general office cashier,-which posi- 
tion he filled for several years. On the re- 
tirement of Room Clerk Bamford he was 
promoted to his position, which he held for 
about three years, until the hotel was closed. 
He was employed there altogether about 
twelve years. He then went to the Great 
Northern Hotel, where he served as room 
clerk for about a year. Thence he went to 
the Wellington, where he remained about a 
month, leaving to accept the position at the 
Southern Hotel in St. Louis, where he was 
employed up to the time of his death. He 
is said to have been greatly affected by the 
death of his wife about ten years ago, and 
to have suffered great depression at times. 
Colonel Francis A. Riddle, his attorney and 
close friend, said before his departure for 
St. Louis that he had no doubt Morton's 
mind was unbalanced at the time he took his 
life. His daughter Gertrude is about 14 
years of age and is said to be an unusually 
bright and attractive girl. She will probably 
be given a home with Colonel Riddle, as 
Morton requested.

The faculty, while not considering this 
heading as coming exactly under the defini- 
tion of “ yellow journalism,” thought it was 
more or less ofa pale saffron hue and un- 
suited to the intellectual needs of the young 
minds of a great Baptist university. 


Reveals a Man’s Duplicity. 

The article under this heading In the Daily 
Maroon narrated with great minuteness the 
troubles of the divinity student who paid 
marked attentions to a young woman in the 
university, in spite of the fact that he was 
engaged to a girl in another city, until his 
companions in the dormitory, shocked at his 
toying with two young hearts, made an or- 
ganized remonsttance and force him to 
forego his duplicity. 

It was an exciting story and one that sent 
thrills of indignation coursing through 
Nancy Foster and the other “ coed ” halls. 

The faculty was aroused at the sensational 
article. K. F. Harper, professor of Semitic 
languages and a brother of President Har- 
per, was especially incensed. Professor Har- 
per’s deep reverence for the Semiti¢ language 
was inexpressibly shocked at the audacious 
line: ‘‘ Love Affairs of a Semitic Fellow.”’ 

Besides this, Professor Harper is the friend 
and teacher of the divinity student about 
whom the Maroon wove its narrative. He 
secured a copy of the paper and interviewed 
the editors. In the office of the Maroon he 
obtained no satisfaction. Ail the articles in 
the paper are written by students, who turn 
reporters in the intervals between chasing 
out Greek verbs and figuring on mathemati- 
cal problems. 


Unable to Fix Responsibility. 

Professor Harper could not find out 
whether the story was turned in by the night 
police reporter oy the baseball editor. There 
are a number of women editors and report- 
ers, but Professor Harper. cauld. not think 
that the article was the work of either the 
new woman editor or the Nancy Foster 
Hall correspondent. 

Professor Harper took. the matter before 
‘the committee appointed to look after the 
Maroon’s affairs. Professor George 8. Good- 
speed, a member, said: ‘‘ The Maroon was 
launched precipitately, the editors not wait- 
ing for our formal permission. We would 
not have interfered had it not been for the 
publication of this ‘ Divinity Scandal,’ which 
reflects seriously on the university and has 
not even the merit of truth.” . 

Some of the faculty did not know whether 
the Maroon ought to be suspended, or fumi- 
gated, or dyed another color. Finally the 


’ editor-in-chief decided to suspend, and an- 


other “scare head’’ announced that fact 
in the publication last night. . 

From the Maroon’s salutatory editorial it 
~had been inferred that such a vulgar thing 
as an offict ‘‘ devil ’’ was not to be permitted, 
the snub-nosed boy who carried copy being 
known as Beelzebub, while the office cat was 
to be a white Angora, decorated with blhe 
ribbons by the “ coeds,”’ and not the horrid, 
paste-eating, ink-spattered feline that 
prowls around common newspaper offices. 


ROCKS THROWN AT DETECTIVES 


Jackson and Sederberg Hurt While 
Making an Arrest at Sedgwick 
Street and Chicago Avenue. 


With drawn revolvers Detectives Jackson 
and Sederberg of the East Chicago Avenue 
Station held at bay a crowd of 500 men and 
boys last night at Chicago avenue and 
Sedgwick street. The crowd attempted to 
‘rescue John Hanley, whom the detectives 
had arrested because he refused to go home 
when ordered. When the detectives drew 
their revolvers the mob hurled stones and 
dirt.

WOMAN SAVES TWENTY LIVES. 


Mrs. Park Ran a Mile Through Fire 
and Smoke and Brought Aid 
to Passengers. 


Bradford, Pa., May 9.—[Special. }—A wom- 
an’s presence of mind and prompt action 
saved the lives of twenty persons Who were 
passengers on a train that was trapped by 
flames at Newton. While a dozen or more 
men stood inactive and confused, this wom- 
an ran a mile through fire and smoke and 
brought assistance which saved the train 
and its passéngers. The woman is Mrs. 
Allan Park of Mount Jewett, Pa. 

Train No. 9, mail and express, south- 
bound on the Buffalo, Rochester and Pitts- 
burg railway, left this city at 4:30 o'clock. 
While climbing the mountain side the train 
encountered forest fires, but as the train- 
men thought the worst of the fires had been 
subdued by the rains in the early morning, 
no thought of real danger was in their 
minds. 

When the train left Bingham the fire along 
the track grew fiercer. Flames darted at 
the cars and into the windows, and passen- 
gers began to suffer from the heat and 
Smoke. After passing Newton the train 


train had run into a gravel train. 

The place where the accident occurred was 
in a fourteen-foot cut. Here a grayel train 
was standing with thirty laborers who had 
been with this train, and It is said the train- 
men had been overcome by smoke and 
flames. Some of the men had ruf away. 
Others crouched in the ditches on either 
side of the track, while clouds of smoke and 
blistering heat made them helpless. In the 
ears the passengers were badly shocked. 
Everybody on the train was hurt more or 
less. 

Mrs. Allan Park, who was a passenger, 
after the first shock of the accident realized 
that unless help could be brought imme- 
diately all the passengers would be In great 
peril. Without giving a thought to the dan- 
ger to be encountered, she started back to 
get help. She knew there were a telegraph 
‘station and an operator at Newton. During 
the trip she was overcome by smoke three 
times, and fell upon the track, but each time 
she rewved and continued her run. At last 
she reached Newton. 

At the station she found Trainmaster 
Moulton of the Kushequa railroad. On the 
siding was a locomotive with steam up. 
Quickly she explained the situation. The 
locomotive was switched on to the Buffalo, 
Rochester and Pittsburg tracks, and after 
a lively run to the scene of the wreck the 
engine was hitched to the passenger cars 
,and pulled the twenty passengers and others

The Episcopacy committee, which is now 
Jooked to for the sensations of the General 
Conference, held an excited discussion yes- 
terday afternoon without touching on the 
matter of great moment—the retirement and 
election of Bishops. The proposition before 
the committee aimed to introduce the dis- 
tricting of Bishops for four years. The con- 
gervative members arose in alarm at this 
approach to the diocesan form of govern- 
ment. After an hour of sharp debate the 
committee adjourned with the question still 
mending. If the committee fulfills the in- 
struction of the General Conference it must 
decide in its one remaining meeting tomor- 
row the number of Bishops it will recom- 
mend to be appointed so that it can report 
on Saturday. 

The discussion of the day turned on the 
recémmendation of the subcommittee that 
the Board of Bishops should divide the an- 
nual conference into districts, each district 
to be presided over by the Bishop who should 

. be assigned -to it for four years, the Bishop 
being held responsible for his district. In 
the addresses that followed Bishops were 
criticised, fears were expressed that one 

@istrict could not endure the same Bishop 
for four consecutive years, ministers and 
laymen proposed and opposed overturning 
the tradition of the church in regard to the 
itinerant Bishop. 

Delegates Express Their Views. 

The Rev. Jacob B. Graw characterized the 
diocesan plan as “ the castoff millinery of 
other denominations.”’ 

B®. L. Rader said: ‘I know a Bishop who 
has driven a man out of his pulpit, out of 
the church, and, I fear, out of the way of 
God. It would not be well that the Bishops 
should have the same district for four years. 
Our safety is in change.” 

The Rev. A. B. Leonard said: ‘I donot 
know a Bishop in Methodism to whom I 
would care to trust myself year after year.” 

The Rev. Albert J. Wallace told of the diffi- 
culties of the Pacific coast in getting a 
Bishop. “We cannot get a Bishop west of 
the Rocky Mountains without paying his 
expenses for thousands of miles,” he said, 
“and when we recently wanted one there 
was none to be had.” 

Judge John A. Mansfield of Ohio presented 
a plan to have the world divided into twenty 
districts—sixteen for America, one for Eu- 
rope, two for Asia, and one for Africas It 
then should be the duty of the General Con- 
ference to assign to each district a Bishop. 

Dr. Thomas B. Neely favored both plans, 
but thought they should be recast into one 
general outline. He argued the plan would 
save money in traveling expenses, give di- 
rect episcopal supervision, and increase the 
effectiveness of the work in great cities. 


Bishop Thoburn’s Announcement. 

Bishop James M. Thoburn, missionary 
Bishop to India, will make a report to the 
conference this morning, in which he will 
recommend the appointment of two mis- 
sionary Bishops to India. He also willstate 
that his health will not permit of his return 
and will ask that he be assigned to the work 
of raising the evangelization army of 100,- 
000, which he has proposed.

Whyland, codefendants 


Fruitless Search for a Woman 
for Twelve Years and Heiress to 


Chicago Property. 


Lawyers looking for Elizabeth Gleason, or 
for praof of her death, have learned how 
easily all traces may be lost, in a big city, 
even of a person who has many relatives and 
friends. Elizabeth Gleason disappeared 
twelve years ago or more. None of herrola- 
tives knows what became of her. It is sup- 
posed she was killed in a street car accident, 
but that has not been established, and it is 
not believed it can be proven. Unless she 
appears in Probate Court on May 15, or 
gives notice in writing, she will be adjudged 
dead in the eyes of the law. 

“I believe Elizabeth Gleason never was 
married, although I am not positive,” said 
Hugh O’Neill of Bastrup & O'Neill. “She 
has a dozen or more relatives in Chicago 
who knew her, but they are not certain that 
she was married prior to her supposed death 
a dozen years ago. 

“‘ She was born in Ireland about sixty years 
ago; her uncles, cousins, and aunts do not 
know the ‘exact date. They do not know 
when she came to this country, or where her 
brothers and sisters are. It is believed that 
at least one brother is in Australia. That is 
not definite. Australia is a big country. 

“We cannot prove that she is dead, but 
this is belleved. One old woman says she 
knew a woman, now dead, who once told her 
Elizabeth Gleason was killed in a street car 
accident. This woman remembers nothing 
of the nature of the accident then described. 
She does not recall whether the witness de- 
fined its location, or knows how the witness 
knew the woman killed was Elizabeth Giea- 
son. Sheis not positive that the witness was 
well acquainted with Elizabeth Gleason, and 
we have no means of knowing whether the 
witness was so little acquainted that a mis- 
take might have resuited.. We cannot find 
out why the relatives were not notified posi- 
tively of the death, if, .imdeed, Elizabeth 
Gleason is dead. Nobody seems to have 
made any inquiries. Some of the heirs be-' 
lieve the woman is buried in Calvary, but 
we cannot find anything that gives reason 
for this belief. 

“We have learned that she was working 
in 1872 for a Mr. Cook, supposed to have 
lived in the neighborhood of Washington 
boulevard and Ashland avenue. It is impos- 
sible to learn what became of her after that. 
We have learned absolutely nothing aboyt 
her disappearance or supposed death that 
could be considered as legal evidence or 
that is of value even as a clew. 

** Elizabeth Gleason, if alive, is one of ten 
heirs to a piece of real estate on the West 
Side. The administrator has been granted 

n order by the Probate Court to sell the 
property, and we have advertised for her, 
observing the law. If she does not appear 
in court on May 15, or give evidence in writ- 
ing, she will be considered dead at law, 
whether she ts alive or not.” 


ENDS HIS TOUR OF THE GLOBE. 


Owen F. Aldis Returns to Chicago and 
Tells Impressions Gained by Visits 
to Many Lands. 


Owen F. Aldis has returned to Chicago after 
circling the globe in a trip the greater part 
of which, he said,- was made “ in England's 
backyard.” He also came back convinced 
that the fame of the United States abroad is 
greater than ever and feeling that Ameri- 
cans never before had as great reason to be 
proud of their country. 

“TI have finished the trip impressed with 
the magnitude of Great Britain's posses- 
sions, the importance of civil service and 
honesty in government, the beauty of Java, 
the progressiveness of the Japanese and the 
greatness of the United States, and con- 
vinced that the world, instead of spoiling for 
a fight, wants peace,” said Mr. Aldis. 
“When one makes a trip around the world 
and finds British territory stretched around 
the earth the fact becomes impressive. 

“The colonies of the British—and the 
Dutch, too—are the best governed on the 
globe, and for the reason that the officials 
are trained and capable men, under civil 
service rules. | 

“IT saw something of India, but did not go 
into the north on account of the famine, 
plague, and great heat. I saw enough to be 
impressed with the system that enables only 
1,100 men to govern and manage a country 
in which the population is more than 250,- 

“ Java, I believe, is the most beautiful 
country.in the world. There you find the 
quintessence of tropical beauty. The island 
can be traversed by rail. The roads are 
splendid, both those owned by the govern- 
ment and by corporations. Trains do not 
run at night. The natives are so timid they 
will travel only by day. When night comes 
your train stops at a town, and you gotoa 
hotel until early in the morning. 

Japan’s growth is little short of a miracle. 
On every side are rising factory walls and 
chimneys. The wealthier people have 
adopted European costume and the army has 
a European uniform, 

“The war spirit is strong in Japan, but in 
no other country that I visited. From the 
talks I had with men of prominence I believe 
Japan will fight Russia. Ships are~ being 
rushed to completion, and ;they are as fine 
vessels as our own. Japan wants a piece of 
Corea, if not all of it. The population of the 
islands is 45,000,000, and the land does not 
yield enough. The remedy is in the posses- 
sion of Corea. 

“IT did not visit the Philippines, on ac- 
count of the war, or Hawali, because of the 
plague, but I saw enough to know that 
America is expanding. The American flag 
is seen more frequently in foreign ports 
than ever before. It was the most common 
flag in Japanese and Chinese ports. For- 
eigners know that we are expanding, too, 
and if there ever was a time-a man might 


be moré proud than ever of his country it is 


now.” | 

Mr. Aldis left Chicago last November, 
going first to England,,then France, Italy, 
Egypt, Ceylon, India, back to Ceylon, Singa- 
pore, Java, back to Singapore, China, Japan, 
and back to America. He spent a week in 
California before coming to Chicago. He 
met his son, Owen Aldis, in Egypt, and the 
latter made the remainder of the trip from 
there. His son is in California and will re- 


turn to Chicago in a few days. 
TO REVISE BOOK OF DISCIPLINE. 


African M. E. Bishops Declare Educa- 
tional Department of Church 
a Failure. 


Columbus, O., May 9.—The quadrennial 
address of the Bishops, read today at the 
conference of the African Methodist Episco- 
pai Church, recommends complete revision 
of the Book of Discipline, the union of the 
Woman’s Mite and Woman’s Home and For- 
eign Missionary societies, the raising of 
$150,000 a year by the church for the next 
four years, and an educational agency to 
raise funds’instead of the educational de- 
partment, which is declared a failure with- 
out reflegtion upon the secretaries. The 
address says: “‘ The African Methodist Epis- 
copal Church regards it as highly proper 
that the Filipinos should be governed as 
part of the United States—not a dependency 
—in the final settlement of their status.” 


Half Million for Employes. | 

Minneapolis, Minn., May 9.—The Great North- 
ern railway has placed 10,000 shares of its stock 
on sale at par for its employés. The shares are to 
be handled by a new company, the Great Northern 
Employés’ Investment association, limited. No 
employé receiving $3,000 a year or more may buy 
stock, and none may hold more than $5,000 worth. 
As the stock is worth $155 a share this action 
means a gift of more than half a million dollars 


to employés.

POLICE AND FIRE INSTRUMENTS OF- 
FERED CITY FOR $1.50 EACH. 


Plan of Having Municipal System 
Leads Company te Reduce Rate 70 
Per Cent—Lindblom to Continue as 
Merit Board President—Suits Begun 
on Police Court Bonds—Board of Lo- 
cal Improvements Abandons Some 
Proposed Paving Plans. 


The Chicago Telephone company has exe- 
cuted a somersault in the matter of rates 
charged the city for police and fire alarm 
telephones. A reduction ef the former 
charges by 70 per cent has been proposed 
by the company now that the city has taken 
steps to install its own service. Heretofore 
the municipality has been required to pay 
$5 a year for each of 1,500 telephones. The 
company now offers to cut this price to 
$1.50 a "phone, a total reduction annually 
of $5,250. In addition City Electrician Blli- 
cott has been assured that the company 
will overhaul the system and install the 
most modern instruments. 

This sudden change came with the open- 
ing of bids for telephones by Mr. Ellicott 
yesterday when it was found that the in- 
struments could be purchased at a cost 
one-half as large as the rental exacted each 
year by the telephone company. 

“ Quite a capitulation,” said Mayor Har- 
rison. ‘‘ The action of the telephone com- 
pany may render it unnecessary to establish 
municipal system.”
